Tliis vil- 
lage was named after the maternal 
grandfather of Mr. Frick. Abram Over- 
holt, whose original family name was 
Oberholtzer, and who settled ia Wes- 
tern Pennsylvania when that region 
was regarded as the frontier of civil- 
ization. As the settlements along the 
Allegheny and 
Monongahela grew, 


and Pittsburg 
emerged^ from 
its 


swaddling clothes, Mr. Overholt. be- 
came the leading miller and distiller 
of Western Pennsylvania. His.daugh- 
ter, Elizabeth, married John W. Frick, 
a young man of Swiss ancestry, who 
at that time was' working as an' en- 
gineer in the Overholt distillery. It 


capitalist was born. ~ The father at- 
tempted farming, hut did not make a 
remarkable success of it and as a 
result young Henry Clay Frick was 
practically 'adopted Into the 'Overhoit 
family when he was about 12 years 
old. 
He received a good basic school- 


ing, but there was nothing in his boy- 
hood to indicate the r&markable abili- 
ty which characterized his 'later life, 
except his eage'rnes to get into busi- 
nes;s. For a time he was bookkeeper 
-in his grandfather's 
distillery, and 


from this position he went.to Morgan 
& Company, c'oke dealers, and at abouL 
21 years of age he appeared in Pitts- 
burg as their agent. The coke indus- 
try was in its infancy. The iron roas- 
ters o'f Pittsburg were just beginning 
to appreciate the value of coke for 
their furnaces.
